SUIT FILED TO OUST 
JUSTICE FROM ICE BOX 


Benbow City Official Threaten- 
ed With Loss of Residence 
by Brewery Association. 


Justice of the Peace J. T. Ashlock 
of Woodriver, Ill, who eats, sleeps 
and deals out justice in a large ice- 
box, has been sued for possession of

Robert H. Grimes Arrested at 
the Postoffice When He 
Takes Out Answers. 


SAYS HE SOUGHT A WIFE 


He Admits Using “Ad” as Means 
of Meeting Women; Lonesome 
and Wanted to Marry. 


Robert H. Grimes, a bachelor, 39 years 
old, who lives at the Antlers Hotel and 
says he is buyer for a large downtown 
retail drug. firm, was arrested at the 
postoffice afteg detectives had seen him 
take letters from two general deliver 
boxes which he had rented under differ- 
ent names. ; 

He admitted that he had been adver- 
tising in a morning newspaper for 1. 
young woman housekeeper and had re- 
ceived many letters from women. His 
reason for doing this, he said, was that 
he hoped in this way to become ac- 
guainted with some woman who would 
consent to marry him, as he was tired 
of living alone. 

Decoy Letter Used. 

The attention of the police was called 
tu Grimes when the detective bureau re- 
received a letter signed ‘“‘Business Wom- 
an.”” This letter contained the adver- 
tisement clipped from last Monday’s is- 
sue of a morning paper. It read:

alone in a handsome home wants a young 

woman without incumbrance as housekeeper: 

Hd —* work required. Address P. O. 
x 2 


Detectives Keaney and Curran put a 
lodge circular in an envelope and ad- 
‘dressed it to box 928. This was done so 
tirat the decoy letter if found in Grimes’ 


l*possession, would be evidence that it 


was he who opened the box. 
Names of Women in Book. 

Keaney and Curran watched the gen- 
eral delivery section of the postoffice. 
About 10 a. m. a man who later was 
identified as Grimes opened box 917 an1 
took out two letters. Then he opened 
box 928 and took out a large number of 
letters. The detectives had learned that 
box 917 was rented in Grimes’ name and 
box 928 in the name of “Arthur Graham, 
4032. Olive : street.”’ 

Grimes, after his arrest, admitted that 
the “Graham” name was fictitious. 
When he was searched, it was found he 
had taken 13 letters from Box 928. In 
his Pocket also was a red memorandum 
containing names, addresses and tele- 
phone numbers of 12 women. 

He denied that these women had an- 
swered his advertisement, but said the 
names and addresses were partly those 
of women to whom ‘he had been intro- 
duced and partly. those which he hadi 
overheard and noted when women were 
telephoning in the drug store where he 
worked. oa 
Say« He Met Women. 

The letters and memorandum book 
were turned over to postoffice inspectors 
and Grimes was held pending Federal 
investigation. 

Grimes said he received about 4 an- 
swers to his advertisement and met sev- 
eral women. The only one whose name 
he could remember was a Miss Patch, 
who met him at the postoffice Wednes- 
day and tc « a street car ride with 
him. They separated at Union Station. 

“I didn’t mean any harm,” Grimes 
said. ‘‘I am a bachelor and. lonesome. 
I thought advertising for a housekeeper 
would be a good way to meet some 
girls and might give me a chance to get 
married.’’ 

Grimes says he is a graduate of the 
University of Texas and has been a 


druggist for % years. He came to St. 
; Louis six months ago. '

SUB-CONTRACTS 
ON CAPITOL MAY GO 
QUTSDE OF STATE 


St. Louis Firms Learn’ Work 
They Hoped to Get Probably 
Will Go to,Chicago Firm. 
LOWER 


SAY BIDS ARE 


Attorney Declares Local Com- 
panies Cite Fact They Offered 
‘to. Do Work for Less. 


St. Louis firms which had hoped to get 
the sub-contracts fow the heating, venti- 
lating, plumbing and electric wiring of 
the new State capitol building, learned 
Friday’ that all these contracts would 
probably go to firms outside Missouri. 

The Gill Construction Co., which holds 
the contract for the building, has sub- 
mittéd to the Capitol Commission the 
bid of the Hanley-Casey Co. of Chicago, 
covering the items above named, and 
the commission, which met Friday 
the Planters Hotel, is expected to pass 
on the matter at once, 


Attorney te Protest. 
Representatives of the St. Louis firms 


Say they have learned that the Hanley- 
Casey Co. -will sublet the electrical wir- 
ing contract to an Iowa firm, and will 
do the heating, ventilating and plumb- 
ing itself, so that no Missouri concern 
will get a “‘look-in” on these important 
contracts. 

An attorney representing one of the 
St. Louis firms said he would appear 
before the commission and make a pro- 
test if he could get a hearing. He said 
that, in view of the fact that the use 
of Missouri stone was prescibed by law 
at a heavy additional cost to the State, 
the St. Louis firms wonder why they 
are to be “frozen out” of the heating, 
ventilating, plumbing and wiring con- 
tracts, which, they assert, they could fill 
as well as any Chicago firm. They 
further cite the fact, he said, that their 
lowest bids for all these subcontracts 
were lower than those of the Hanley- 
Casey Co. | 

Conducted Pike Shows. 

Some of tne St. Louis firms whose 
product was approved by the Capitol 
Commission in a preliminary test, but 
which will be excluded from considera- 
tion if the Hanley-Casey bid is approved, 
according to.the lawyer, are the Heine 
Boiler Co,, the John O’Brien Boiler Co., 
the Laciede-Christy Co., the Ruemmell- 


Dawley Co., the Ball Ice and Cold Ma- 


chinery Co., the Breck Supply Co., J. F. 
Maynard, and the Day Rubber Co. 

The Hanley-Casey Co. held a number 
of important contracts in the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition, and the company 
built and conducted the Fire Fighters 
and Irish Village shows on the Pike. 

Rule of Commission. 

The Hanley-Case bid, it is understood, 
covers all these items in a lump, at a 
total of $245,000. The lowest bids_of the 
different Missouri firms in the compefi- 
tion are said to have aggregated $238,00f 

The contractor, and not the State, 
pays this difference. But in this con- 
nection the St. Louis firms are citing i 
peculiar clause in the rules of the Capi- 
tol Commission, stating that “all sub- 
contracts must be filed with the com- 
mission, but the amount of the contract 
price to be paid to the subcontractor 
may be named in a separate agreement, 
which need not be filed with the com- 
mission. 

This, the St. Louis firms say, makes it 
a matter of doubt whether the $245,00! 
named represents the actual amount t» 
be paid to the Hanley-Case company un- 
der the contracts. 

Members of the commission declined 
to discuss the controversy between them- 
selves and K. F. Gilt over the stone to 
be used in the construction of the build- 
ing. J. Kelly Pool, secretary of the 
commission, said that any official of the 
commission would be subject to a fine 
ot $5 for discussing the stone contro- 
versy. 

It was agreed among the members of 
the commission that this. penalty should 

be imposed and the money collected ap- 
pvopriated to @ fund for the general 
entertainment of the members. 

Gill-?s not expectea In St. Louis. dur- 
ing the hearing of the commission. The 
commission, it was said, desired to have 
a full understanding with contractors 
and engineers relative to the material to 
be used in the mechanical equipment, to 
obviate any misunderstandings, such 
as have arisen over the stone contract. 

The commission has issued a state- 
ment that Ste. Genevieve stone, which 
Gill proposes to use in the construction 
of the building, will not be accepted. 
Plans have been made by persons asso- 
clated with Gill to develop the stone 
quarries in Ste. Genevieve County for 
the purpose of using the stone in the 
Capitol building. 


COLONET WEYERHAEUSER,

HOW CLARK BROKE 
WITH PRESIDENT 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, March 27.—Speaker 
Clark has aligned himself with the ship 
subsidy interests that are seeking to de- 
feat a repeal of the Panama tolls ex- 
emption law. For many days the Speak- 
er has been urged to leave the adminis- 
tration by the same interests that 
fought President Wilson at the Balti- 
more convention and supported Clerk 

for tne nomination, 

Until last night Clark had ‘consistently 
refused to state what position he would 
take on the canal fight. He found his 
opportunity to make the bolt which hag 
been forecast for many days when a 
rule was brought into the House late 
yesterday afternoon limiting debate on 
the repeal bidl to 20 hours. Representa- 
tive Lenroot, a Republican from Wis- 
consin, read to the House a number of 
speeches made by Clark denouncing 
special rules. Clark appeared to be em- 
barrassed as Lenroot read from the old 
records, and after the House adjourned 
he issued his statement. 

While the Speaker’s statement, taken 
on its face, appears to be'a mere re- 
fusal to vote for the rule, the last few 
sentences contain the clew to his atti- 
tude on the repeal proper, according to 
mempers of the House. 

Vote Against Bill Forecast. 
Here is the sentence which is taken 
to forecast his vote on the repeal: 

“We have a rule reported on a2 
bill of the greatest question pre- 
sented in my 20 years in the House—. 
which if passed will change our

that Clark has convinced himself that if 
Congress repeals the exemption clause 
the Monroe Doctrine will be weakened: 
In line with this announcement, Clark 
has prepared a “spread eagle” speech, 
declaring that the canal was bought and 
paid for by the United States and. should 
be handled in any way this Government 
sees fit. : 
Clark’s statement has been discounted 
at the White House for several days. 
The administration was advised that 
Clark believed the time had arrived 
when his political future demanded that 
he “assert his independence” of the ad- 
ministration. 
The Post-Dispatch correspondent 
learned today that the White House 
would be delighted to have Clark go 
along in step with the. administration, 
but if he felt he was strong enough to 
take a different route the administra- 
tion would not- be alarmed. 

If Clark makes a real fight against 
the administration, and if he attempts 
to attack his colleagues in the House 
who are supporting the President, he 
will be defeated for re-election to the 
speakership, the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent was told today by one of the 
House leaders. Many of the men who 
have sympathized with him because of 
his defeat at Baltimore had advised 
friends that they do not propose to let 
an individual have a free -hand in 
wrecking the party and turning it over 
to the interests which controlled the 
other great party. 

Clark’s Statement in Full. 
Speaker: Clark’s statement follows: 
‘T am dead against the rule on the 

tolls question and intend to vote against 
it. I will not stultify myself by vot- 
ing for any such rule. I led the fight 
to liberalize the rules and practices of 
the House, thereby imperiling my po- 
litical future. We won that long and 
bitter fight and it was the first Demo- 
tratic victory in 18 years. Time and 
t'me again I declared that I would not 
advocate a thing when ir tre munority 
that I would not advocate in the ma- 
jority. 

“The Democrats won the House in 
1910, the first time in 16 years. I was 
unanimously nominated for Speaker and 
duly elected by every Democratic vote 
in the House, with the hearty good will 
of every Republicais, because they be- 
lieved that I am a truthful man. In 
order to liberalize the rules and prac- 
tices of the House, I voluntarily relin- 
quished a large portion of the powers 
of the Speaker, which I could have re- 
tained by making a fight, but I honestly 
believed that the Speaker had too much 
nower under the old system for the good 
of the House and of our institutions. 

“Among other things I declared that 
i was in favor of throwing bills open to 
ample discussion and amendment, and I 
am going to keep the faith, come what 
may.

Surely 
there is nothing sacred abcut the Simms 
bill and there is no reason for this mad 
rush. I will not be a party tv ramming 
such a rule déwn the throats of mem- 
bers.”’

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CIRCUIT ATTORNEY 
MOVES INCREASE 
IN SLAYERS BOND 


Circuit Attorney Harvey filed a mo- 
tion in Judge Jones’ court Friday for 
an increase in the bond of Charles 
Gates, a stationary engineer, who shot 
and killed Douglas Conroy at a dance at 
11430 Whittier street, March 1. Gates was 
released on a $509 bond, approved by 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Bishop... Har- 
vey said he would ask to have the bond 
increased to $10,000. 

Gates was indicted for’murder in the 
first degree, which ordinarily is unbaii- 
able. In his motion filed in court, Har- 
vey declared that to fix a bond at $500 
in such a case was to place too cheap 
a value on human life. 

Before filing the motion Harvey 
read a transcript of the testimony at 
the Coroner’s tnquest and before the 
grand jury. Harvey stated in the 


Gates\acted not merely with reckless- 
ness and general malice against Con- 
roy, but in resentment and feeling 
against him and his friends who had 
been attending the dance at the plac? 
where he boarded. 

As Conroy and his friends were 
leaving the Whittier street house, 
Gates stood in the doorway and fired 
several shots. One of the shots fatal- 
ly wounded young Conroy, who was 
an employe of the city hospital and 
a brother of James B. Conroy, clerk 
of the House of Delegates. 

The shooting was entirely without 
provocation, Harvey said, and clearly 
amounted to a case of murder in the 
first or second degree. He said he 
thought Bishop and the Court acted un- 
der a misapprehension of the facts when 
the bond of $5000 was recommended and 
accepted. Samuel Epstein, a _ liquor 
dealer, signed the bond.

“In attacking your husband,’’ the 
magistrate said, “M. Calmette was 
fighting the politician, ‘not the private 
citizen, Moreover, the letter signed 
‘Thyjoe’ concerned another woman.” 

“Yes,” the witness responded, “but it 
was I who succeeded the woman as the 
wife of M. Callaux. I will ‘reeall to you 
how M. Calmette. in an article on March 
16, bantered my husband regarding the 
intimate nature of this letter; and that 
is not politics.” |

Mme, Caillaux told the magistrate that 
she had received on March 15 an anony- 
mous letter, which she had since de- 
stroyed, informing her of the imminent 
publication of letters concerning her. 

Asked by Boucard to enlighten him 
regarding the contents of the letters, 
the publication of which she feared, 
Mme. Caillaux said they concerned the 
private life of her husband and herself.

Was trying to make artificial or syn- 
thetical rubber, and his wife, a chemist 
and holder of several scientific degrees, 
Was interested in his experiments. 

The day before this first explosion Dr. 
and Mrs. Gottschalk set out four of 
the big steel tanks containing chemicals. 

~' To each was attached a temperature 
fauge:. The experiments were expected 
to prove successful in case the tempera- 
ture of the mixture of chemicals did 
rot rise above a certain point. , 

Dr. Gottschalk reported early next 
morning that the temperature of the 
chemicals was just normal, This de- 
Iighted Mrs. Gottschalk and she ran 
to the laboratory to see for herself 
how the gauges stood. The explosion 
occurred and she was killed as she en- 
tered the room. 

After the death of his wife Dr. Gott- 
echaik turped his experiments over to 
his son-in-law, Titus, and he and Meeker 
took up the attempts to produce arti- 
ficial rubber. They had worked night 
and day and there was reason to be- 
lieve they had made material advance- 
ment and soon would prove it to be com-f 
mercially valuable. The explosion is 
believed to have been due to the same 
combination of chemicals that caused 
the explosion of last September.

A TYLER’ NEVER STOPS” 


‘Woman Who Takes Train First 
Time in 25 Years Says She 
Will Keep Up the Battle. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—Miss Mat- 
tie. R. ‘Tyler, 70 years old, a grani- 
‘daughter of former President Tyler. 
went to the White House today to plead 
with President \vilson to continue her 
as postmistress at Courtland, Va. 

Miss Tyler, who-has held ,the post 17 
years, says she supports herself and sis- 
ter on the salary of $650 a year, but that 
now “a clique of Virginia politicians’’ 
is trying to deprive her of the position. 

She did not see the President, who waz 
occupied with the Cabinet, but left a 
note asking for an engagement, which 
will be granted. 


Miss Tyler’s Fight Attracts the At- 
tention of Congressmen. 

NORFOLK, Va., March 27.—For the 
first time in*25 years. Miss Mattie Ty- 
ler, granddaughter of John Tyler, tenth 
president of the United Statés, rode in 
a train yesterday. She took a steamer 
here for Washington to call upon her a 
dent Wilson and other officials, in~the 
hope that they will retain her as Post- 
mistress at Courtland, Va. 

Every President since McKinley’s first 
administration has kept her in charge 
of the postoffice at Courtland. She was 
not required to stand civil service ex- 
amination, and President Roosevelt let 
it be known she could hold the job as 
long as he held his. 

President Wilson recently wecreed that 
all fourth-class Postmasters must stand 

a civil service examination. Miss Tyler 
was barred because of her age. 

Several others took the examinatior, 
and B. A, Williams got the appointment. 
He did not make the highest average. 
Miss Sadie Cole, formerly of New York, 
led the list, but she was not appointed. 
Miss Tyler’s friends took up her case 
and newspapers printed several stories 
that attracted attention of Congressmen 
and Senators, who have intervened in 
her behalf. Yesterday Miss Tyler re- 
ceived a telegrafn to come to Washing- 
ton. She declined to say who signed the 
message, but it is believed that it came 
from President Wilson. 

“I’m almost afraid to go,’ she said. 
‘It has been so long since I rode on a 
train or a boat I feel like I am bobbing 
up and down. I am going to fight, how- 
ever. 

“My enemies, who have been fighting 
me for years, appear to have won the 
fight, but a Tyler never stops until he 
can go no further’ I am so afraid 
this trip will upset me that I can 
hardly talk. . 

-“T shall call on President Wilson and 
Postmaster-General Burleson. I don't 
jthink I have been treated fairly and [ 
intend to tell them so, too.” 

She denied that she ran the Court- 
land postoffice to suit herself and said 
she distributed the mail as.soon as she 
could. Those who opposed her reap- 
pointment said she was discourteous 
and did net put up the mail until hours 
after it arrived. She moved the post- 
office into a little one-story shack she 
owns and, according to those opposed to 
her, ran the office to suit herself. 

Miss Tyler said Sunday would be the 
birthday of her grandfather, John Ty- 
ler. She mentioned the fact that when 
he was notified of his election to the 
vice;presidency he did not have money 

enough to pay his way to Washing- 
ton. 

“All Tylers,” she said, “have died 
with clean hands and empty pocket- 
books.”

The 
result of this policy of sanitary workrooms is a 
decrease of over 50 per cent in the death rate 
from tuberculosis in our own ranks, and we be- 
lieve we have prevented many deaths from this 
dreaded disease among the smokers.

DEMOCRACY’S MENACE. 

We do not question Speaker Clark's right to 
oppose the rules governing the debate on the bill 
repealing the tolls exemption clause... In so far 
as he sincerely contends for freedom of debate 
and action he is wise. But the clear intimation 
that Speaker Clark will oppose the repeal bill 
foreshadows a disastrous blunder. 

We assure the Speaker and other Democratic 
Congressmen, especially Messrs. Igoe’ and Alex- 
ander of the Missouri delegation, who, it is 
understood, “will oppose repeal, that they will 
strike a heavy blow at the progress of American 
democracy and at the fortunes of their own party. 

Passing by the unanswerable argument of Presi- 
dent Wilson that the tolls-exemption clause is an 
act of bad faith and an economic mistake, we em- 
phasize the importance of the repeal bill as a cru- 
cial test of the Democratic administration’s fidel- 
ity to Democratic principles and a crisis in the 
fight against privilege.

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JUDGE TAFT ow. ATTORNEY ROOSEVELT. 
Judge Taft sits on Attorney Roosevelt, hard, in 


Saturday Evening Post.' He reviews and analyzes 
Mr. Roesevelt’s proposed recall of judicial decis- 
ions from first to last and demonstrates it to be 
“a fantastic travesty, impossible of operation.” 

When you reflect that a man who aspires to 
invent the supreme Jaw of the nation ought to 
know a little something about law, it is amusing 
to read Judge Taft’s comment upon the inventor 
of the recall of judicial decisions: ‘‘He is not a 
trained lawyer and has little familiarity with or- 
derly procedure.” 

If the reforms invented by the Colonel were 
put in operation this would exaggerate or in- 
tensify the very defects in our administration 
of justice of which the Colonel has complained, 
in Judge Taft’s opinion. But it is a tolerant view 
which he takes of the Colonel’s ignorance and 
folly: 

Mr. Roosevelt has undoubtedly begun at the 
wrong end, and has seriously injured the ad- 
ministration of justice in this country by his 
unfounded criticism of the courts, and the 
lack of confidence in them for a wrong rea- 
son, that he has inspired. Still, there may 
come out of the feeling aroused by his unjust 
attacks and his fantastic remedy, such a pop- 
ular scrutiny of the real defects in our ad-

new or peculiar to ourselves. Neither 
are the perplexities and apparent con- 
tradictions arising out of the interpre- 
tation of the provisions of the law. 

Reviewing 
Gladstone’s experience, his biographer 
says that throughout the greater part 
of his political career this subject gave 
him more anxiety than anything else. 
For 4 years it was the vexing question 
of public finance. It was upon Glad- 
stone that the burden of the achieve- 
ment fell, and the toil was huge. He 
used afterward to say that he had been 
concerned in four revisions of the tariff 
and that the income tax feature caused 
him more trouble than all others put 
together. He also said that the task

passed the canal tolls bill two years 
ago, I do not believe that the question 
would ever have been raised that we do 
not have the right to exempt American 
ships from the payment of tolls when 
we charge foreign ships a fair and 
equitable rate for their passage through 
the canal. Great Britain charges $1 
for the passage through a canal that

“Contention Seems Absurd.” 


“The contention of those advoca. 
ting the British claim seems almost 
absurd, when we recognize that if 
we admit them for vessels of com- 
meree, the same reasoning will re- 
quire us to admit them for vessel« | 
of war. To do so would. convert the 
canal in time of war into a lability, 
imstead of an asset. Of course we 
_—— no such contract. We. give to 


all nations observing certain rules 
adopted by us certain privileges in 
the canal. That did not mean ‘that 
we proposed to build a canal at .our. 
own expense and then surrender its 
sovereignty to all other nations. 

“There is no word in the treaties 
that even by implication. denies our 
right to give free tolls to our vessels 
in any trade, and the day will yet come 
when we will free our vessels from 
tolls in the foreign trade. But we have 
yét to consider the’ most sericus sur- 
render that the advocates of the British 
contentions desire to make, that is, to 
make the admission that we are not 
sovereign in the Canal Zone. 

‘By your vote you are asked to ratify 
for all time to come the British desire 
that we surrender sovereignty of the 
Canal Zone and admit that it is an in-

“Our governmental status on the Ca- 
nal Zone was established and fixed by 
a treaty made with the republic oz 
Panama subsequent to the making of 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty.

STANFORD, Colo., March 27.—It was 
announced today that a Stanford track 


team of 10 men will be sent East to en/+ 
ter the Western Conference meet on 
Marshall Field, Chicago, June 6. This 
will be the first Stanford entry since 
908. ‘ 

‘ While on the Eastern trip the Car- 
dinal athletes will also enter the: Mis- 
souri Valley meet at St. Louis, May 
31, and the Colorado State. Conference 
at Boulder, May 23. 

‘The Stanford team will participate in 
one preliminary meet either with Ne- 
vada University at Reno or with Brig- 
Young University or the Univer- 
sity .of Utah at Salt Lake City. The 
team is ‘scheduled to leave San Fran- 
cisco May 16. 
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Jack Britton, the New York light- 
weight, accompanied by his manager,

NEW YORK, March 27.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 

view today, says: 

‘‘In the course of today’s dull and un- 
interesting stock market, when the vol- 
time of business was the smallest since 
March 3—the day following the great 
etorm—prices reacted only fractionally. 

“Théere was no outside interest to 
speak of, but the undertone was fairly 


firm, prices recovering partially before s 


the close. 

“The listless trading here resembled 
conditions at London, where the market 
Was apparently held in check by the 
political confusion there. 

“Instead of declining sharply, consols 
were unchanged, and the situation in- 
dicated that the upward movement 
might have been continued had it not 
been for the excitement over the compli- 
rt eye growing out of the Ulster epi- 
sode 

“At Paris the market was quiet, but 
both abroad and here there were evi- 
Gences of good investment support : for 
high-class bonds. 

“Discounts were-lower at London and 
at Berlin. The market here closed very 
quiet, with most stocks showing unim- 
portant variations for the day, - but 
rrices in the main lower. 

‘“‘There was no interesting feature to 
the market in the last hour. 

Bonds Are Well Taken. 

“In spite ef the dullness in the 
stock market, there was good buying 
of bonds, with large transactions over 
the counter, as well as on the Ex- 
change. 


“This inquiry was chiefly for bonds } 


of the savings bank type, relatively 
few orders being received for the 
really speculative issues, which had 
such a vogue in the days when the 
seven per cent preferred stocks were 
s0 popular. 

‘Savings banks and other institu- 
tions were buyers of State and 
municipal issues, and the:broad in- 
quiry for the New York State 4% per 
cents, advanced the price to 109%, 
the highest level yet touched. 

“This investment buying of bonds 
was the most interesting develop- 
ment of a market that was peculiar- 
ly aavela of speculative initiative.
